An trig in a crowded border, for 
instance, vvili throw out a number of 
saarp-polnted Iea\es horizontally all 
around, for no other purpose, It would 
seem, than to ^ard off other plants. 
Primroses are also pugnacious; it they 
feel they are being crowded too closely 
they hare a habit of flopping their 
leaves up and down, and 10 smother- 
ing the intruding plants 


Many 
of the smaller hyacinths 


might be called floral ruffians. 
Any 


unfortunate intruder is liable to be 
seized and strangled in a tangle of 
vegetation which, seemingly, Is grown 
just for that purpose.
